REPORT ON MISSIONS. 


Your committee appointed at the last meeting of the As- 


sociation to write a report on missions, begs to make the fo!- 
lowing in two parts; a survey of Home Missions first, and « 
survey of Foreign Missions next. 
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Home Missions 

As will be learned from the annual report of the Home 
Mision Board made the Southern Baptist Convention at Jack- 
sonville, Fla. last May, the Board presented a record of won- 
derful achievements. The previous year had been the great- 
est in all the history of the Board and though there was 
retrenchment in the force of workers, the past year in results 
was even greater. 

The million dollar mark was reached in the Church Build- 
ing Loan fund which is loaned to churches in the erecticn 
of church buildings. 

It was the greatest year in soul saving and in the en- 
listment of our forces in the work of the kingdom, in ad- 
vancement toward self-support in so many of our fields, all 
of which conspired to render the year memorable in our his- 
tory. 

There were last year under the employment of the Board, 
independent and cooperative workers, a total of 1,188 mis- 
sionaries who supplied 3,131 churches and missions, deliv- 
ered 165,445 sermons and addresses, made 23,699 religious 
visits, baptized 36,164 converts, received 83,994 additions to 
the churches, organized 308 churches, built or improved 456 
houses of worship, organized 786 Sunday-schools and did a 
vast amount of work in personal visitation among the sick 
and distributed millions of pages of tracts and thousands of 
copies of the scriptures. 

The Board’s work is done under the following Depart- 
ments: Cooperative Missi-ns, Enlistment, Evangelism, Moun- 
tai Schools, Foreigners, Indians and Negroes, Cuba, Panama, 
Soldiers and Seamen, Publicity, Southern Baptist Sanatorium, 
Church Extension. 

In every department of the work there has been splendid 
progress, especially on the lines of Evangelism and Enlist- 
ment, which departments have recently been more closely co- 
ordinated and are working hand in hand for the salvation of 
the lost and the development of the saved. . 

Financial conditions are improving and the Board is en- 
couraged to believe that its receipts will be in advance of 
those for last year and thus make it possible to lessen the 
Board’s debt, and turn oud forces towards the larger oppor- 
tunities that are found on every hand. 

Foreign Missions 

Southern Baptists are now 

of the world, comprising a population of nine hu 
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working in sixteen countries 
ndred millions, 








one fourth of the world’s population, or a population twenty- 
five times as large as the population in the bounds of the 
Southern Baptist Convention. The countries in which we now 
labor are China, Japan, Africa, Brazil, Argentina, Uraguay, 
Chile, Mexico, Italy, Spain, Hungary, Roumania, Jugo-Slavia, 
the Ukraine, that portion of Southern Russia lying east of 
the Ukraine, Syria and Palestine. 


Rev. H. E. Porter, of Senat»bia, Miss., has been appointed 
as our first missionary to Russis), The Foreign Board has ex- 
pended during the year, seven thousand dollars for distribu- 
tion of Bibles in Russia. In Syria and Palestine two native 
missionaries have been doing faithful work, and the Board at 
its meeting in May appointed two young men for this field. 
They, with their wives, will soon go to Palestine for the pur- 
pose of laying the foundation of a wide work in the Holy Land. 

Contributions to Foreign Missions were sadly reduced 
last year. The year before Southern Baptists gave $2,498,- 
881 and last year they gave only $1,755,678, making a drop 
in receipts of $742,703. 

This is our solemn obligation—to maintain and advance 
what we have so nobly begun. Unparalleled opportunities face 
a people with unmatched doctrines and resources. What 
shall we do? Go backward? Or, go forward? 


The following figures should cause us to want to do our 
best. There are now on the foreign fields 622 churches, witth 
a membership of 64,251. 206 of these churches are self-sup- 
porting, 375 of them own their own houses of worship. They 
gave an average og $7.24 per member last year. } There are 
694 schools, with 26,507 students. There are 971 Sunday 
Schools with 53,691 scholars. There were 7,891 baptisms dur- 
ing the year, being almost one thousand more than the year 
before. 

At the meeting of the Southern Baptist Convention in Jack- 
sonville, Fla., in May last, 48 new missionaries were intro- 
duced and told good-bye and “Good bless you.” This num- 
ber added tothose who had already gone in previous years 
ran our total number of foreign missionaries past the 500 
mark. Jacksonville will long be remembered as the mect- 
ing that saw our foreign missionaries reach that figure. We 
must support them while they give their lives for the Master 
in heathen lands. To give to their support is to give to Christ . 
and His cause. Let us do it wilingly and liberally in obedi- « 
ence to His command.

CHURCH EXTENSION AND ENLISTMENT WORK 


One of the most important phases of work which our Bap- 
fist State Convention Board is doing is the work of church 
extension. This means the aiding of churches in places and 
under conditions where the churches are unable themselves 
financially to reach their possibilities for service. Many of the 
churches which are now our strongest support in financial mat- 
ters were at one time aided by this fund. 

There are now one hundred and fifty-five pastors in the 
state whose salaries are being supplemented by the State 
Board. The amountt appropriated for this purpose for the 
year was $20,000. The Board has aided eighteen churches in 
the construction of houses of worship during the year, and the 
appropriation for this cause was $18,000. 

Inasmuch as the term “enlistment” does not in our judg- 
ment properly represent the work which is being undertaken, 
we propose to use the phrase “Baptist Church Efficiency” in 
its stead. We believe that this phrase does represent the 
work properly, and, when understood, will be acceptable to 
all. The Southern Baptist Theological Seminary has added 
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in recent years.a new chair to its couyse of study known as 
the “Chair of Church Efficiency.” ; 

The word ‘ eificiency” means the doing of anything wel). 
The req! meaning of this work is that we are endeavoring to 
learn to be good servants of the Lord Jesus Christ—“Vessels 
unto honor sanctified mete for the Master’s use, prepared unto 
every good work.” When one is born of the holy spirit there 
is a yearning in the heart to be of Christian service. What 
that one needs is not enlistment, but teaching and training 
in the things he already longs to do. We must, as churches, 
eatch a new and larger vision of the meaning of the third in- 
junction of the great commission of our Lord—“Teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you.” 

The way to accomplish this task is to encourage the Bap- 
tist people to locate their churches at strategic centers of pop- 
ulation; to build houses of worship equipped for doing wel! 
the work of the churches; to secure and support efficient pas- 
tors; to organize ‘adhd train the deacons and other laymen for 
doing their work effectively; to provide Bible Schools with of- 
ficers and teachers organized and trained for teaching wel! 
the word of God, and the entire membership of the churches 
engaged in the study of it; to properly organize the women 
in uions for accomplishing their Christian obligations; to have 
unions for teaching and training the young people; to evan- 
gelize the unsaved; to provide annual Bible institutes in al] the 
churches for teaching and training the entire membership; to 
read our Baptist periodicals that they may be informed re- 
garding the great kihgdom enterprises and the fields white un- 
to the harvest; to give systematically and proportionately con- 
sidering the tithe as the minimum; to attend regularly the 
services of the churches; to live righteously; to pray contin- 
ually ;to render such service as each is capable of rendering; to 
join heartily with fellow Baptists in the co-operative work of 
Missions, Education, and Social Service; and to adhere stead- 
fastly in all things to the word of God as the rule of faith and 
practice.

Have 
given two weeks work each to the negroes at Jackson College 

and Natchez College. There have been fifteen additions to 
the churches by letter, forty-five additions by — and 
twenty-six other professions of faith.” 

Brother Byrd makes the following sg ieeaaadaelh 8: 

1. That we give special attention to extension work in 
the association, and that the executive Board of the associ- 
ation be instructed to make’ an effort to organize a Sunday 
School in every church. 

2. That special emphasis be put on class organization. 
Through class organization we can enlist the church member- 
shipin Bible study. 

3. That great emphasis be put on teacher training work. 
The need of the hour is trained workers. We insist that every 
church needs its season of training just as it now has its season 
of revival. 

4. That we give large place in all of our Sunday Schools 
to our denominational work, which includes all of the causes 
supported by the 75 Million Campaign. 

5. That our special days be emphasized in all of the 
Sunday Schools on account of their educational value.

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

In the absence of a written report on Christian Edu- 
cation, the subject was discussed by several. A report to be 
nanded in to the clerk for publication in the minutes. 

Report. Figures ‘and statistics are to most people dull 
reading; hence a few general observations on the subject of 
Christian Education ma ybe productive of more good. This, 
it seems to me, would be a comprehensive definition of what 
we mean by Christian Education. Since the whole man is 
a divine creation, and created for God's glory, in order to 
best glorify God one must place his entire being at the dis- 
posal of the creator, including body, mind and soul. This 
being true, since education is only another name for training, 
to be the best equipped for fulfilling one’s miss.on in the world, 
the entire man must be trained. This means the growing and 
maintaining of a healthy, vigorous body, the cultivat.on and 
development of the mind to the uttermost of one’s opportuni- 
ties, and the cultivation of the soul or spiritual man—all as an 
equ.pment for the master’s use. Anything less than this could 
aardly be called Christian Education in its highest and best 
sense. 

This should begin in the home under the tutelage of 
the parents, It shauld be supplemented in the scools and in 
the various activities of the church. The small child at the 
mother’s knee should be taught the principles of right, truth 
and justice, ahd to respect rightful authority. The whole 
thing so far as the home obligations go, is expressed in the 
following words: “Bring them up in the fear and admonition 
of the Lord.” And this: “Train a child up in the way he 
should go.” 

All education that has the glory of God, as its ultimate 
end, is christian education. Baptists have splendid equipment 
for promoting that kind of education, in their various edu- 
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cationa! institutions, both for literary, scientific, and theolog- 
ical training. Baptists are not one whit behind the most pro- 
gressive along this line. 

In Mississ ippi Baptists have four colleges, owned by 
the den: mination, and some, where Baptists control and teach- 
ing predominates. Mississippi College, Woman’s College and 
Blue Mountain College are owned and operated by the Bap 
tists of Mississippi, with a splendid attendance every year. 
These constitute one of the denomination’s greatest aggets 
The young men and women who go out annually Seas Shaka 
schools, ga out to become leaders in the various interests of 
the denomination, and the various activities of jife. They 
make their impress on the world. 

Southern Baptists have two: great thological seminaries. 
One at Louisville, Ky., and one at Fortworth, Tex.; also a 
Bible Training Istitute in New Orleans, all of which are large- 
ly attended. Through thé agency of schools much of their 
most- effective work is done on the Foreign fields. 

ihe nation, the state, the municipality, the denomina- 
tion, that lays the greatest stress on education, in its high- 
est sense, will make the greatest progress along all lines, other 
thnigs being equa!. 

if we have boys and girls to send qway from home to 
school, we should te exceedingly careful about where we send 
them. Send them: where the student is taught to fear God 
and keep His commandments.

Report on Ministerial relief read by Claude Vines. 
Discussed by N. F. Meits and R. Q. Leavell, and adopted. 


MINISTERIAL RELIEF. 


The fund provided for in the 75 Million Campaign is dis- 
tributed among the various interests fostered by the denom- 
ination on the per centage basis, each interest receiving a given 
per cent of the entire amount raised. Of the total amount 
raised each year, three per cent goes to Ministerial relief. 

The purpose of this fund is to provide a support for the 
old, worn out preachers and their wives, after they have reached 
an age when they can no longer provide for themselves. This 
is a work of mercy to God's faithful servantts who have wrought 
in the Master’s vineyard through their years of strength, but 
are no longerr able to render active service for the Master. 

This fund is handled by a board, located at Dallas, Tex., 
known as the Relief and Annuity Board. This board provides 
for insurance for preachers who have not passed the age of 
58, giving insurance at a moderate cost. 

Since tthe 75 Million Campaign was put on, this board has 
paid to its old and retired preachers $300,173.31, or at the 
rate of $100,057.77 as an average per year for the last three 
yéars. The Board paid out during the past year to her relief 
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beneficiaries the sum of $128,966.89, which is $10,000,00 in 
excess of what was paid them last year. 

This Board has an endowment fund, upon which it earned, 
above all expenses, the sum of $2,688.89. In addition there- 
to, the reserv: of the Relief Department earned $9,194.18, 
making a total balance of $11,806.07, after all expenses were 
paid. 

It will be seen that this department of our work is being 
conducted in a business-like way, and is proving to be a great 
blessing to those for whom this fund is provided. 

The future success of this fund, and the future support 
of the old preachers and heir wives, will depend upon the pay- 
ment of the pledges to the 75 Million Fund being paid prompt- 
ly every year. This of itself should be a resistiess appeal to 
every subscriber to the 75 Million fund to pay his subscrip- 
tion promptly. God does not want His faithful. servants in 
old age to go without a comfortable support. Most of them did 
not receive sufficient salary to lay by any thing for a rainy day 
—for the needs of old age. Shall we forget them now, and 
permit them to spend their last days in need, when we have 
plenty to spare?

ORPHANAGE. 

The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage has been in opera- 
tion 25 years. During this time we have cared for more than 
1,000 children, many of whom have gone out in the world and 
are filling useful positions. We have now in the home 175 
children who are enjoying good health. They are in school 
8 months in the year. 

Through the kindness of interested friends many of our 
children have had the advantage of a college education. Our 
home is supported entirely by voluntary contributions. 
The children under the management have training in all kinds 
of domestic work. It is the purpose and the effort of the man- 
agement to train them in all manner of work so that they wiil 


- able té6 make their own living when they go out from the 
ome. 


We are getting our living now through the 75 million 
fund, and will suggest that you urge the people of the churches 
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in your association to pay up their pledges to the 75 Million 
fund. If they do our prorata will be sufficient for our support. 
If they do not we will fall short just in proportion as they 
fall short. 

In addition to this you need to urge your churches to 
send shipments of farm produce of all kinds; groceries, canned 
goods, dry goods, clothing, (good second hand clothing will 
be acceptable), towels, sheets, pillow cases, soap, tablets, pen- 
cils, pins, needles, elastic, toilet aticles of all kinds—in fact, 
any thing that can be used in the ordinary home. 

Our children have training in all kinds of religious 
_ work. The older ones are active in S. S. and B. Y. P. U. 
work, and attend church regularly every Sunday.

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“’ CONSTITUTION. 


Article 1. The Association shall be called the Lafayette 
County Baptist Association which shall meet annally. The ob- 
ject of this unon shall be to cultivate fraternal intercourse 
and love between the churches composing this body and unite 
their efforts in the great work of advancing the Redeemer’s 
Kingdom. In the prosecution of these objects the dissemina- 
tion of the Gospel by missonary operations, botht at home and 
abroad, shall reeive their encouragement, fostering care and 
support. It shall be the aims of this Association to promote 
the cause of Sabbath schools, also the interest of general edu- 
cation, and more especially the education of the ministry. All 
Christian and chaity enterprises shall receive their encourage- 
ment among which the support of superannuated and worn out 
ministers will receive special attention. 


Article 2. Each church belonging to this Association 
shall be entitled to three representatives until the number of 
members reaches twenty-five, and one delegate for every 
twenty-five; provided in no case shall any church have more 
than eight delegates. ' 


Article 3. The messengers present representing church- 
es shall during the session present their letters of correspond- 
ence which must state their appointment, together with the 
number of members in fellowship, the number baptized, re- 
ceived by letter, restored, dismissed by letter, excluded and 
died during the year. 


Article 4. Any church of this Association failing to rep- 
resent itself at one meeting will be expected to state the 
reason thereof at the next meeting, and any church thus fail- 
ing at two successive meetings, the Association may consider 
it dropped from its membership, or may appoint a committee 

to inquire into such failure. 


Article 6. Other churches approving our Articles of 
Faith, and desiring to act and live in fellowship with us, may 
be admitted into this body by signifying their approval and 
desire by delegate and letter. 

Article 6. This association shall have a Moderator, 
Treasurer and Clerk who shall be chosen by ballot or other- | 
wise at each annual meeting. A majority of the votes cast 
being necessary to an ellection. 
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Article 7. Membership in this Association shall be es- 
sential to eligibility to any office within the body. 


Article 8. This Association shall have no power to adopt 
rules or institute proceedings that shall infringe upon the 
independence or rights of churches, but it may, when requested 
by a church in its letter or correspondence, and not otherwise, 
give advice in such body, and it may separate from such 
churches as are known to walk orderly. 


Article 9. This Association may correspond by letter or 
messenger with other represetative bodies of the Baptist de- 
nomination. 


Article 10. This Association shall at its annual meet- 
ings, appoint an Executive Board composed of one member 
from each church. Said member may be recommended by 
the church and the name to appear in the letter to the 
association. Said Board shall elect its own officers and shail 
have power to transact the business of the Association when 
the Association is not in season and for this purpose meet 
as often as the Chairman may deem necessary. An annual 
report of the proceedings of the Boad shall b made to the as- 
sociation. 


Article 11. This constitution may be altered or amended 
at any regular meeting by a majority of two-thirds of the 
members present, provided the proposition to change be made 
at a previous meeting. | 

' 


RULES OF DECORUM. 

Article 1. This Association shall be opened and closed by 
prayer. 

Article 2._ The Moderator shall be considered judge of 
order, and shall have discretionary right to call order at any 
time. i 

Article 8. Any member not satisfied with his decision 
may appeal to the Association the same day, but at no other. 

Article 4. The moderator may have the same privilege 
of speech as any other member of the body; provided he call 
some other brother to the chair; but shall not be permitted 
to vote except in case of a tie. ; 
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Article 5. Every motion made in order and seconded, 
after sufficient time for discussion, shall be by the Moderator 
put to a vote of the Association, a majority of whom shall 
govern, and the decision shall be publicly announced by the 
Moderator. 


- Article 6. But one member shall speak at a time, who 
shall rise to his feet and address the Moderator; and the 
Moderator, when addressed by a member for permission to 
speak, shall signify the same by naming the person or other- 
wise. 


Article 7. Every member, in addressing the body ee 
confine his remarks to the subject under discussion, and no 
member shall Ibe interrupted while speaking, unless he de- 
parts from the subject, or uses words of personal reflection. 


Article 8. The appellation “Brother” shall be used in 
our addresses. f

Article 9. No member shall] be allowed to speak more 
than twice on the same subject without leave of the Associa- 
tion, nor more than once until all have had an opportunity of 
speaking 


Article 10. No member shall be at liberty to absent him- 


self during hours of business without leave from the Mod- 
erator. 


Article 11. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a 
correct record of the proceedings of the Association and sub- 
mit the same for correction of the Association at the close of 
each session, and to presere a file for the proceedings of the 
body. 


Article 12. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to re- 
ceive all moneys received for Denominational purposes and 
pay them over by order of the body. 


‘ Article 18. In case of a motion to suspend any rules of 
the Association a vote of two-thirds shall be necessary. 
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
